To  The  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  tho  Rural  Districts 
Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1970,  which 
is  compiled  on  similar  lines  as  last  yoar.  I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  Hudson, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  report  which  is  included.  I  am 
also  indebted  to  Dr.  Lycett,  tho  County  Medical  Officer,  for  supplying  me' 
with  details  of  immunisation  procedures  carried  out,  and  to  Mr.  Hampshire, 
the  Water  Engineer,  Borough  of  Swindon,  for  supplying  me  with  a  summary  of 
bacterial  and  chemical  analysis. 

The  district,  with  Marlborough  Borough  at  its  centre,  extends  for  a 
distance  of  approximately  fifteen  miles  east  to  west,  and  ten  miles  north 
to  south,  and  much  of  it  is  situated  on  downland.  The  district  is  a  very 
pleasant  one,  with  attraction  for  visitors,  containing  as  it  does  the 
Savornake  Forest  and  part  of  tho  River  Kennot  valley  for  a  great  deal  of 
its  extent.  It  also  has  important  archaeological  remains,  the  best  known 
which  arc  probably  tho  stone  circle  at  Avebury,  and  Silbury  Hill.  There 
is  little  in  tho  xray  of  industry,  since  the  district  is  predominantly  a 
farming  area  of  considerable  importance,  and  what  little  there  is,  is 
mainly  concerned  with  agriculture.  A  certain  number  of  inhabitants  how¬ 
ever  find  their  livelihood  in  industrial  concerns  in  the  nearby  Borough  of 
Swindon  to  the  north-east.  Over  the  year  there  has  boon  little  in  the'.  . 
way  of  unemployment ,  although  there  is  some  anxiety  at  the  present  time, 
particularly  in  relation  to  school  leavers.  Tho  district  is  important 
from  tho  communication  point  of  view,  and  is  traversed  by  several  routes 
including  for  all  its  width  the  London  to  Bristol  A4  road.  The  M4 
extension  due  to  be  opened  in  1971  also  will  pass  through  a  small  part  of 
tho  area.  The  district  is  very  fortunate  in  having  the  Savernake  Hospital 
within  two  miles  of  Marlborough,  in  pleasant  surroundings.  This  hospital 
of  62  beds  provides  in-patient  facilities  for  at  least  90  Por  cent  of 
those  who  require  hospital  admission,  has  a  first  class  maternity  unit, 
and  a  modern  well  equipped  out-patients  department.  I  understand  that 
there  are  now  definite  plans  to  provide  for  ton  mainly  long-stay  geriatric 
beds,  which  I  very  much  welcome  and  have  advocated  in  the  past.  Not  only 
does  a  hospital  of  this  type  provide  very  satisfactory  arrangements 
medically,  but  also  fulfills  an  important  role  socially  in  enabling  re¬ 
latives  to  keep  in  touch.  The  fact  that  many  nursing  staff,  of  whom  some 
have  returned  to  nursing  after  marriage,  would  not  travel  to  work  in 
hospitals  further  away  and  would  thereby  bo  lost  to  tho  nursing  profession, 
is  a  matter  of  some  importance  at  a  timo  when  in  other  areas  shortage  of 
nursing  staff  has  led  to  difficulties  and  oven  ward  closure. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  given  little  cause  for  concern. 
The  vital  statistics  show  there  has  boon  an  increase  of  ten  only  in  the 
Registrar  Goneral's  mid-year  estimate  of  tho  population.  This  is  in  spite 
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of  the  fact  that  now  houses  wore  completed,  and  that  the  natural  increase  of 
births  over  deaths  is  thirty-two.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  has  fallen 
for  the  second  consecutive  year,  and  at  5  P©r  cent,  is  3  per  cent  lower  than 
that  for  England  and  Rales.  The  rates  for  infant  mortality  are  below  that 
for  England  and  Wales,  but  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  higher,  due  to 
the  fact  that  there  were  throe  stillbirths.  However  those  rates  arc  not 
statistically  significant  due  to  the  small  numbers  on  which  they  are  based, 
and  the  table  showing  the  infant  mortality  rates  over  the  past  five  years 
is  cloarly  a  better  indication  of  the  state  of  affairs |  only  once  in  the 
past  five  yoars  has  the  rate  been  higher,  and  then  only  marginally  so,  than 
the  national  average. 

The  nuhibor  of  deaths  are  slightly  up.  Of  tho  twenty-five  deaths  from 
malignant  disease,  seven  wore  duo  to  lung  cancer,  throe  of  these  in  women, 
threo  under  tho  age  of  65?  and  two  within  the  45~54  age  group.  It  seems 
unlikely  that  there  is  anyone  in  this  country  who  does  not  know  by  this 
time  that  it  is  considered,  for  practical  reasons,  that  the  cause  of  lung 
cancer  is  cigarette  smoking.  There  may  be  a  few  however  who  are  not  aware 
that  there  is  any  connection  with  coronary  heart  disease  and  lung  diseases 
generally,  with  particular  reference  to  chronic  bronchitis.  So  I  again 
make  no  apology  for  referring  to  tho  hazards  associated  with  cigarette 
smoking.  At  tho  time  of  writing  wo  have  behind  us  the  second  report  from 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  and  in  my  view  as  much  publicity  as  possible 
should  be  given  to  their  estimate  that  in  1968  of  the  99,082  deaths  which 
occurred,  among  men  aged  35~66  there  were  31 ,000  premature  deaths  -  almost  a 
third  -  associated  with  cigarette  smoking,  and  their  reference  to  the  effect 
that  there  is  a  steady  and  comparatively  rapid  decline  in  the  risks  to  the 
individual  who  gives  up  smoking  and  remains  a  non-smoker.  I  feel  sure  that 
in  tho  future  there  will  be  an  increasing  trend  by  the  more  thoughtful 
members  of  society  to  avoid  enslaving  themselves  to  this  dangerous  habit, 
which  could  result  in  smoking  becoming  unfashionable. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  reported  was  low.  The 
twenty-two  cases  of  dysentery  which  wore  notified  were  almost  entirely 
confined  to  one  small  part  of  the  district  and  involved  mainly  a  nursery 
class  in  which  virtually  all  tho  children  attending  became  infected. 
Fortunately  all  the  cases  were  relatively  mild.  Eleven  cases  of  measles 
were  notified.  This  is  now  a  preventable  disease,  and  can  I  believe,  as  is 
the  case  of  poliomyelitis  be  almost  eliminated  by  the  vaccination  policy. 

On  the  whole  parents  are  responding  well  and  most  children  are  now  vaccinated 
against  measles  on  reaching  their  first  birthday.  Vaccination  is  now 
available  too  in  respect  of  rubella  (Gorman  measles)  which  is  of  significance 
in  that  it  is  a  potent  factor  in  producing  congenital  doformaties  in  children 
born  to  women  who  contact  the  disease  during  their  pregnancy.  Tho  present 
recommendation  in  this  country  is  that  all  girls  in  the  1 1-J — 14  year  age 
group  should  be  vaccinated. 

Unf ortunately  action  had  to  bo  taken  on  two  occasions  under  the 
Rational  Assistance  Act,  1948,  section  47  as  amended  by  tho  National 
Assistance  Act,  1951  to  admit  an  old  man  to  hospital  and  an  old  lady  to 
Part  III  accommodation. 

Housing  conditions  are  reasonably  good.  I  am  very  glad  that  the 
Council  have  always  done  what  is  reasonably  practicable  to  encourage  the 
improvement  of  older  properties  by  means  of  tho  Improvement  Grant  procedure, 
since  there  is  no  shadow  of  doubt  that  the  foundation  of  good  community 
health  is  adequate  housing  provision.  I  am  rather  disappointed  that  the 
Council  have  not  been  able  to  provide  any  warden  controlled  grouped  accom¬ 
modation  which  I  have  always  strongly  advocated.  Tho  numbers  of  old 
people  arc  rising  and  it  is  important  that  they  should  as  far  as  possible 
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to  enabled  to  live  an  independent  life  for  as  long  as  possible.  A  scrutiny 
of  the  housing  list  docs  not  provide  any  real  indication  of  the  need  for 
this  typo  of  housing,  since  in  this  instance  demand  and  need  are  not 
necessarily  the  same  thing.  When  it  is  not  available  other  arrangements 
have  to  be  made  to  care  for  old  people  in  need,  which  leads  to  increased 
pressure  both  on  tho  waiting  list  for  the  geriatric  hospital  as  woll  as  « 
for  Part  III  accommodation.  With  regard  to  Part  III  accommodation  the 
present  scale  of  provision  seems  unlikely  to  mec-t  the  demand  in  the  fore¬ 
seeable  future,  which  can  only  bo  made  more  realistic  if  housing  authorities 
generally  provide  for  more  grouped  dwellings,  and  if  more  and  bettor 
supportive  measures  arc  planned  for  old  people  living  in  this  accommodation 
and  outside  it.  In  this  connection  it  is  unfortunate  that  at  the  time  of 
writing  tho  meals  on  wheels  service  has  collapsed,  except  in  tho  Ramsbury 
area.  I  do  hope  that  steps  can  be  taken  to  restart  and  improve  tho  meals 
on  wheels  service  so  that  it  can  be  made  available  whore  needed  to  every 
part  of  the  district.  Tho  main  difficulty  in  tho  past  has  been  providing 
cooking  facilities.  I  believe  this  could  be  overcome  if  the  meals  wore  to 
be  provided  from  a  central  kitchen,  which  I  suggest  might  bo  in  liar  1  borough 
Borough . 

Tho  standard  of  food  hygiene  throughout  the  district,  duo  to  the  close 
supervision  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  is  in  my  opinion  extremely 
good , 


I  am  very  grateful  to  tho  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued 
support,  and  for  the  kindness  and  co-operation  of  all  tho  Officers  of  tho 
Council  in  yet  another  year  beset  with  difficulties  and  uncertainty,  in  which 
tho  shadows  cast  by  reorganisation,  both  of  Local  Government  and  the  Rational 
Health  Services  have  been  major  factors.  I  do  hope  that,  as  I  said  last 
year,  those  changes  will  not  result  in  any  significant  disturbance  in  the 
relationship  between  the  future  Public  Health  Medical  Officer  and  the  Public 
Health  Inspectorate.  I  hope  also  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  ensure 
that  proper  medical  advice  is  available  to  the  new  District  Councils.  For 
this  to  be  really  effective  advice  must  be  available  as  at  present,  before 
it  is  asked  for,  and  very  often  without  members  of  the  Council  even  knowing 
that  such  advice  has  been  given,  since  a  great  deal  is  done  at  officer  level 
in  informal  discussions.  In  other  words,  I  hope  that  the  present  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  remain  in  post,  albiet  redesignated  and 
employed  by  the  reorganised  Rational  Health  Service,  where  ho  can  continue 
to  provide  in  addition  to  his  advisory  and  other  duties,  liaison  between 
general  practitioners,  tho  general  public,  local  authorities  and  tho  new 
Department  of  Social  Services. 

Finally  I  should  specifically  like  to  thank  Mr.  Hudson  and  his  staff, 

Dr,  Lishman  for  acting  as  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Wormald  and  his  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  their  continued  help  and  frequent  valued  advice,  and 
my  secretary,  Miss  Boswell  for  her  help  and  co-operation,  particularly  for 
her  work  in  preparing  this  annual  report.

Poultry  Inspection 


As  in  the  previous  year  the  poultry  processing  plant  at  East 
Grafton,  was  not  in  full  use  for  much  of  the  year,  The  poultry 
processed  remained  of  a©  high  quality  being  in  the  mainj  bred  by 
the  owners  in  premises  in  the  locality.  Frequent  visits  were  made 
to  the  plant,  and  although  some  of  the  equipment  is  out-dated  and 
constructed  of  materials  nor  superseded,  it  is  adequate  in  view  of  the 
continuing  depressed  out-put,  and  the  length  of  time  out  of  use 
when  cleaning  can  be  carried  out.

There  were  14  dea.lers  retailing  milk  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Although  this  is  only  one  more  in  total  than  the  previous  year, 
it  in  fact  represents  4  new  dealers,  3  of  the  previous  ones  no 
longer  deal  in  milk.  As  a  result  of  these  changes  only  one 
dairyman  now  retaals  raw  milk  in  the  area,  8  of  these  licensed 
sell  milk  directly  from  premises  and  do  not  have  a  round.  As 
previously  the  majority  of  the  milk  sold  is  imported  into 
Wiltshire  from  Berkshire.

The  unsatisfactory  raw  milk  sample  was  reported  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food,  for  action,  and  in  fact  that 
producer  no  longer  retailed  milk,  as  a  result  of  the  unsatisfactory 
pasteurised  samples,  a  fault  was  found  in  the  plant  which  was 
immediately  rectified,  and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  . 


As  in  recent  years  the  mains  water  supply  has  continued  under 
the  auspices  of  Swindon  Corporation  and  the  Thames  V .alley  later 
Board. 


The  six  main  schemes  are  piped  to  most  of  the  dwellings  in  the 
district  and  arc  as  follows s- 

Avcbury  Supply 


Water  is  supplied  to  the  parishes  of  Prcshute ,  Fyfield,  West 
Overton,  East  Kennett ,  Avebury,  Winterbourne  Monkton,  Berwick 
Bassett,  Winterbourne  B.-ssett  and  Broad  Hinton,  f ran  this  supply, 

The  pumping  st  cat  ion  is  situated  at  Clatford  and  pumps  water  from 
boreholes  150  feet  deep  in  the  chalk  to  a  reservoir  on  Totterdovn. 

Baydon  Supply 

This  supplies  the  parish  of  Baydon  and  the  water  is  obtained 
from  Berkshire.  The  water  is  chlorinated  cat  the  pumping  station  and 
pumped  to  a  tower  at  B  ydon.  Practically  the  whole  parish  is 
connected  to  the  supply. 

Bedwyn  Supply 

This  scheme  supplies  water  to  the  villages  of  Chisbury,  Great 
Bedwyn,  Ham,  Shalbourne,  toil ton  and  Grafton.  It  also  supplies  a 
farm  and  several  cottages,  at  St.  Catherine's  in  the  Pev/sey  Rural 
Bistrict. 

The  water  is  pumped  from  boreholes  at  Little  Bedwyn  to  two 
reservoirs,  one  at  Chisbury  end  the  other  at  Shalbourne.  The  water 
is  taken  from  the  lower  chalk  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping 
s  teat  ion. 


Ogbourne  Supply 


The  water  for  this  supply  is  obtained  cat  I  hitcficld,  Ogbourne 
St.  George.  The  enter  is  boosted  to  a  reservoir  on  the  Downs  and 
gravitates  to  the  two  parishes  of  Ogbourne  St.  Andrew,  and  Ogbourne 
St.  George  and  to  the  Military  Camp.  The  majority  of  the  properties 
in  both  parishes  are  connected  to  the  mains.  The  water  is  chlorinated 
at  Vhitefield. 

Ramsbury  supply 

This  scheme  supplies  water  to  the  parishes  of  Aldbourne ,  Chilton 
Poliat,  Froxfield,  kildonhe.ll ,  end  Ramsbury.  The  water  is  pumped 
from  boreholes  in  the  chalk  at  Ramsbury  to  a  reservoir,  north  of  the 
village  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  sta-tion. 

Savcrnake  Supply 


The  water  is  re-pumped  at  Postern  Hill  from  the  well  supply 
serving  the  Borough  of  Marlborough.  The  main  runs  from  the  top  of 
Postern  Hill  through  Savcrnake  Forest  to  Iron  Gates  and  supplies 
Savernake  Hospital,  two  farms  and  various  houses  and  cottages.  The 
water  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping1  station. 
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v/ater  Samples 


Sanples  have  been  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
each  month  throughout  the  year,  from  each  supply  and  at  varied 
properties  on  each  supply.  The  results  are  as  indicated  belcw.

Refuse  Collection 

The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  household  refuse  from  all 
parishes,  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  tip  at 
Stockclose  was  not  used  during  the  year,  all  refuse  being  taken 
to  the  Knowle  Tip.  The  experiment  with  the  refuse  compound 
described  la.st  year,  where  refuse  was  pla-ced  within  an  enclosure 
by  the  lorries,  and  then  moved  to  the  tip  face  by  bulldozer,  did 
not  prove  a,s  successful  as  hoped,  and  has  been  abandoned.  A 
hard  track  has  been  made  instead  so  that  the  lorries  are  able 
to  discharge  near  the  fane.  This  obvia.tes  the  damage  to  the 
lorry  tyres  a„s  the  hard  track  is  readily  cleared  and  does  not 
necessitate  the  long  haul  on  the  part  of  the  bulldozer,  with  the 
consequent  wear  and  tear  involved.  Refuse  is  then  planed, 
compacted  and  covered  by  the  bulldozer.  Scrap  metal  is  sorted 
at  the  tip  by  the  plant  operator,  and  placed  in  a  skip  ready 
for  collection  by  the  contractors.  This  scrap  varies  from  car 
bodies  etc.  to  non-ferrous  material,  which  is  collected 
separately. 

One  .vehicle  was  replaced  in  the  year  when  the  opportunity  to 
obtain  a  35  cu.  yd.  Eagle  Crushload  demonstration  model  at 
advantageous  terms  was  offered  us.  The  old  sideloader  Karrier 
was  disposed  of  and  the  Shelvoke  and  Drury  relegated  to  spare 
vehicle  duties. 

Normally  the  rounds  are  serviced  by  the  50  cu.  yd.  and  the 
35  cu.  yd.  Eagle  Crushloads ,the  S.  &  D.  being  brought  into 
service  at  peak  times  around  the  Bank  Holidays,  and  in  the 
event  of  breakdown,  and  special  collection  duties.
